Peter Stevens, Found Wounded 
in Lafayette Park, Identified 
by Intended Victim.

22 years old, 1123 
Hickory street, was shot through 
the mouth last night when, with 
a companion, he attempted to 
hold up Frank Jackson, of 3319 
Albion place, at the latter’s door.

Five rooms, four showing differ- 
ent periods of architectural. design 
in England and one a French in- 
terior, are being installed in the 
northwest section of the City Art 
Museum. Louis’La Beaume, vice 
} president and acting head of the 
museum's board of control, said 
yesterday that’the furnishing of the 
rooms would be completed in time 
to open them to the public before 
the end of this year. 

The rooms, whoch are not-copies 
but originals, taken from_ historic 
or well-known’ houses in England 
and France, were acquired  iast 
spring, after negotiations continu- 
ing several. months. Each room, 
removed from its original setting, 
is practically intact as it stood 
previously. All will be furnished 
with objects of furniture and deco- 
rative art gathered by the museum 
ovér a period of years, and some 
objects yet to be acquired. 


‘ Covers 200 Years. 


The period from 1600 to 1815 is 
covered in the four English in- 
teriors, and the four divisions of 
furniture design will be illustrated 
—the age of oak, the age of wal- 
nut, the age of mahogany and the 
age of satinwood. 

First in the historical sequence 
is the late Elizabethan room, pan- 
eled in finely figured oak with: a 
richly carved chimney rece. The 
mantel, mullioned windows, and 
beautifully carved doors are 
flanked by fluted pilasters carrying 
a cornice which finishes the wains- 
coting and extends around the en- 
tire room. Above the wainscot, 
there is a simple plaster frieze. The 
ceiling is of interlaced plaster ribs’ 
in geometrical patterns with crude 
ornaments in the form of animais, 
masks, Tudor rosettes and heraldic 
devices. The wide oak floor boards 
are original, as are the paneling 
and woodwork. The room comes 
from a faméus house’in Glouces- 
tershire, known as Prinknash Park. 
The structure dates from very. ear- 
ly times, but as in many such 
houses additions were made by its) 
successive occupants. “This room 
dates from the year 1606, when Sir 
John Bridgeman, Chie. Justice and 
Chancellor, instituted certain mod- 
ern improvements. Thé room has 
long been known as the “Justice's 
Oak Room.” The museum has ac- 
quired several pieces of contem por- 


|aneous furniture, so that the- room 


now appears quite as it did in the 
reign of Elizabeth. 
Two Other English Typés. 

Next to the Justice's Oak Room 
will be a room from Wingerworth 
Hall, near Chesterfield, Derbyshire, 
a house begun in 1698 and com- 
pleted 30 years fater. The panel- 
ing is typical of the late seven- 
teenth century. ard ts heid to show 
the influence of Christopher Wren. 
The carving on the cornice, chair 
rail and door trims, and on the 
mantel, is of »the best of its time. 
The room is of nut-brown color, 
with the pores of the figured wood 
shown by the waxing process. Caro-

The third room of the series, 
from an old house near Greenwich, 
Kent, is 40 feet long and 19 feet 
wide, and is typical of the early 
eighteenth century.

TWO HOURS, RETIRES 


Large Array of Legal Tal- 
ent Appears for Both 
State and Defense — 
Dramatic Appeal Halted.

Post-Dispatch, 

HILLSBORO, Mo., Nov. 2.—Aft- 
er five hours of argument by op- 
posing counsel, the case of Sol Ho- 
henthai, retired merchant, charged 
with the murder of Pearl Potoskey, 
St. Louis beauty shop ewner, who 
was shot and killed in his bachelor 
apartment at De Soto, Mo., Dec. 2 
last, went to the jury at 9:19 
o'clock tonight. After two hours 
the jury retired to resume deliber- 
ation in the morning. 

The nine farmers, two carpen- 
ters and a small town storekeeper, 
who comprise the jury. have the 
choice between three  verdicts— 
eonviction for first or second de- 
degree murder or acquittal. First 
degree murder is punishable by 
death or life imprisonment; sec- 
ond degree murder by from 10 
years to life in the penitentiary. 

Circuit Judge Dearing, in his in- 
structions, reminded the jury that 
the State depended on circumstan- 
tial evidence and pointed out that 
eye-witnesses were not necessary 
for conviction so iong as the jury 
was “satisfied beyond a reasonable 
doubt.”” The jury was particularly 
instructed to consider. the motive, 
if any. should they decide a crime 
had been - committed. 

Defendant’s Eyes on Lawyers. 

In argument, counsel sought to 
interpret the evidence and find 
flaws and inconsistencies in the 
testimony of their opponents’ wit- 
nesses. Hohenthal, who is 59 years 
oid, some 30 years older than the 
dead woman, sat with his eyes fixed 
on the speaking lawyers. 

The prosecutors émphasized the

After his instruction period was 
finished, Peterson bought an Ea- 
gleroék biplane from the Van Hoff- 
man Aircraft Co., early last spring 
and flew at Lanibert Field as an 
independent pilot all sunimer, Mrs.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—In a 
57-page decision which is expected 
to be the citation case in similar 
actions, the Federui Board of Tax 
Appeals yesterday decided seven 


of 10 points against the St. Louis 
Railroad Terminal Association in 
the association's income tax suit 
against the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue growing out of the 
Federal Government’s control of 
the association's railroad properties 
during and after the war. 
The principal point in the suit 
related to two checks totaling 
$205,000 by which the Director- 
General of Railroads settled the 
Government's claim for overmain- 
tenance of the association's prop- 
erties and the association's counter 
claim for undermaintenance. 
The two checks were indorsed 
by the association and returned to 
the Director-General without hav- 
ing been cashed. The association 
claimed that this was merely a 
bookkéeping transaction whereby 
it gained no profit. The Commis- 
sioner of [Internal Revenue, how- 
ever, held that the association had 
erred in its 1920. income tax re- 
turn by not noting this payment. 
Other Railroads Affected. 

The board held yesterday that in 
computing maintenance expenses 
of the association for 1920, the | 
year the properties were returned 
by the Government, the Internal 
Revenue Commissioner correctly 
reduced the amount expended for 
nfaintenance by the amount paid 
by the Government for undermain- 
tenance. This portion of the deci- 
sion apparently will affect the in- 
come tax returns of other railroads 
‘which received similar payments 
from the Government for under- 
maintenance. 

Commenting on this point, the 
board said: ‘Both parties agree 
that the payment or allowance did 
not represent gain or taxable _ in- 
come. The position of the com- 
missioner may be simply stated. 
When the properties were returned 
on March 1, 1920, they were un-/|& 
dermaintained; during the balance 
of that year over $1,000,000 was 
expended for maintenance, a part 
of this represented ,expenditures 
made to overcome the undermain- 
tainence of the period of Federal 
control and to restore the proper- 
ties to their normal condition and 
a part cepresented normal main- 
tenance. 

“To the extent that expenditures 
were made to overcome the under- 
maintenance of the period of Fed- 
eral control and were paid for by 
the Director-General, they do not 
represent an ordinary and neces- 
sary expense of its business’ in- 
curred and paid by the Association, 
which is deductibie in computing 
its net income subject to tax but 
rather an expense*paid by the Di- 
rector-General., ‘s . 

Terminal’s Claim Answered. 

“In other words, the payments 
claimed may have been made in 
the first instance by the associa- 
tion but the association was later 
reimbursed) for such expense, s0 
that in effect the expenses for 
maintenance, to the extent of such 
‘reimbursement, were not expenses 
"incurred by it.

“There are probably 25 men di- 
rectly or indirectly connected with 
drawing of these contracts or 
shaping of the policies-.and terms 
of the contracts, end there is no 
record anywhere of any of them 
being unfaithful to the Govern- 
mént of the United States, and 


there is no record of any of them: 


charging me with trying to influ- 
ence any of them in connection 
with the matter. 

“Il am the only ‘official charged 

with wrong, and no act of mine is 
pointed out in the charge against 
me where I have served the Pan- 
American .Qil Co. in connection 
with these leases, or promoted 
their interests in. any way against 
the wishes Of the Navy. It should 
be Gbvious that I could not possi- 
bly be guilty without some of those 
knowing of these negotiations 
having knowledge of it, and the 
evidence shows that they did not 
know anything cf the kin¢. 

Attitude Made Clea~ 

“My general attitude ‘in his mat- 
ter is set forth clearly enc’ th in 
the letter I wrote to Admiral J. K. 
Robison, Dec. 8, 1922, when I was 
working on the leases, finally 
made to the Pa* (tum < 5 
wrote him s follc ./s: 
agree to, nor ‘sign, any contract 
whatsoever in the way of a modifi- 
cation of the existing contract or 
otherwise which is not in every 
particular satisfactory to you, as 
you have been designated by the 
Secretary of the Nevy to represent 
him personally in this* matter.’ 

“It is impossible to use plainer 
language and the charge that I 
was bribed, and that my lifelong 
friend Doheny dishonored me with 
a bribe in connection with the 
Pan American contracts pf April. 
1922, and December, 1922, is not 
only false, but absolutely prepos- 
terous. 

Admiral Robinson repeatedly tes- 
tified that he regarded the Secre- 
tary of the Interior merely as an 
agent to carry out the-wishes of 
the Navy, and this was the truth. 
In the Sennte hearing (P- Cake he 
said: 

“The Secretary of the ratertor 
throughout under my understand- 
ing of all the contracts, acted as 
the agent of the Secretary of the 
Navy.” 

“He said (P-699)—:**The Secre- 
tary of the Interior became an 
agent of the Secretary of the Navy; 
he had no: power to act except by 
the consent of the Secretary of the 
Navy on such details as he was 
told to O. K.” 

Didn’t Realize Consequences. 

“When I made the loan from Mr. 
Doheny, héewever, I confess that I 
should have realized, which I un- 
fortunately at the time did not do, 
that I laid myself open to criticism. 

“In December, 1923, nearly 10 
months after I had retired from 
public life, 2 suddenly found my- 
self assailed by my enemies with a 
demand to know where I got the 
money to buy the Harris Ranch. I 
knew perfectly well, at that time, 
that the Democratic leaders were 
preparing to wage war on the Re- 
publican administration by making 
charges of general dishonesty. 

“My friend Harding was dead. 
The new administration would not 
want to be burdened with my de- 
fense. 
closed that Doheny had lent me 
the: money an avalanche of polit- 
ical abuse would be let loose against 
the Republican administration,’ 
against Doheny and against me. I 
knew the power of the public 
press, and how it could be used

LTHOUGH economic development of the 
A Philippines has been slow, there has 

been substantial progress in every line 
of advancement, production, trade, education, 
health. 

Conditions from every standpoint of civiliza- 
tion were at a low ebb in the islands when 
America took them over from Spain. We un- 
dertook to bring them to a standard of West- 
ern civilization high enough to establish a free 
constitutional republican government — the 
most difficult of allmgovernments—by an Ori- 
ental people, mostly Malays, ranging from 
tribes with but a veneer of civilization to Mo- 
hammedan pirates and primitive savages. It 
was an experiment unparalleled in the history 
of the world. All the progress of the Philip- 
pines must be viewed from this standpoint. It 
is amazing. 

The Americans who have served in the 
islands, soldiers and civilians, served admir- 
ably. They laid a solid foundation for prog- 
ress. 

The first achievement was the establishing 
of peace, law and order. It has been accom- 
plished thoroughly. Life and property are 
safer in all parts of the archipelago, where 
the arm of the Government reaches, than in 
the United States; far safer than in American 
cities. All honses are wide open all the time 
in the Philippines, and there are no armored 
trucks to carry money. Banditry even in the 
wilds of the Moro country is rare. Lieut. 
Wimberly, commanding a company of con- 
stabulary in Mindanao, told me in all the 
38,000 square miles of that Moro island, most 


and he expected the Moros themselves to bring 


them in. They co-operate now with the con- | 


stabulary in running down wrongdoers. 

Another invaluable work of Americans, now 
being carried on almost entirely by Filipinos, 
was the organizing of an excellent public 
school system. The schools have the advan- 
tage of enthusiasm among the people for edu- 
cation. Pupils pack the school houses and 
parents suffer great sacrifices to send their 
children to school. Only the Moros, who fear 
the influence of Christian schoo] teachers, es- 
pecially for their girls, are backward in seizing 
educational opportunities. They refuse to 
send their girls to schools taught by Filipino 
men. But their children are fast changing 
conditions. 


Schools Now Are Modern 
With 1,100,000 Enrolled. 


Former Gov. Betts, now a prosperous lum- 
berman at Legaspi, in Albay Province, told me 
when he went to Albay as Governor under 
Governor-General Taft, the people fled from 
the towns and rillages before him and the sol- 
diers. The only way he found to allay their 
fears and conciliate them was to open schools. 
Soldiers volunteered to teach, but they had 
no books or equipment. Taey painted biack- 
boards, obtained chalk from the hills, and tbe 
children lay on their stomachs in the small 
schboolroom copying their lessons on the bacas 
of banana leaves with quill pens and ink made 
of berry juice. The children ‘loched :o the 
schools, and when books and 2quipment came 
from America their parents made them Carry 
an armful of books home every day. They 
wanted others to know that their children 
were being educated. Soldiers were the first 
teachers throughout the islands. Speaker 
Roxas testified before the Senate committee 
that he learned his excellent English from an 
American soldier. ° 

All this is changed now. The schoolhouses 
are modern, commodious, well lighted and 
are scattered 


throughout the islands.

Leprosy 
is not infectious in its early stages, und if 
treated in time can be completely cured. ‘Ibe 
certainty of its cure through the use of chaul- 
moogra oil, now made in form not painfully 
irritating, has worked wonders. Now lepers 
who formerly were hidden by relatives and 
friends and had to be searched for, come in 
themselves or are brought in for treatment. 

There is a leper colony on the island of 
Cullion where advanced infectious cases are 
sent. It contains now 5600 lepers. There in 
the laboratory Dr. .H. W. Wade is devoting 
his life to research. His wife is in America 
raising money for the Leonard Wood Leprosy 
Fund. 


There are smaller lepersariums and clinics 
in centers of population. I visited the leper- 
sarium at Cebu, where several hundred lepers 
—men, women ang children—live in the set- 
tlement and are treated at the dispensary. 
Several hundred live at home and come to the 
dispensary for treatment. The cases that be- 
come negative, practically cured, are sent 
home with instructions to report at intervals. 

At Cebu, with money supplied by the Leon- 
ard Wood Fund, a large lepersarium with a 
thoroughly equipped ~-laboratory is , being 
erected. There are 45 buildings, which will 
accommodate 750 lepers. It is estimated that 
there are 10,000 lepers in the island of Cebu. 

Nowhere else in the world has a campaign 
of the magnitude and success of that of the 
Philippines been conducted. It is the leader 
in the antileprosy fight. 

Of course, this record of work means only 
that the battle against carelessness, filth and 


finished—far from it. Sanitation is in its, 
infancy with a vast work to do in the disposal 
of waste and other menaces to health. The 
rate of mortality is high, particularly among 
ehildren. * | 

A beginning has been made in the im- 
provement of transportation; railroads, high- 
ways, shipping. An archipelago is not euit- 
able for railroads, but there are several run- 
ning out of cities through thickly populated 
districts, none flourishing. Some good streets 
and highways run in and out of principal 
towns, with bus lines serving the people, but 
there are vast stretches without. passable 
roads or any roads.

The latest opinion, that of the 
Federal Court of Appeals for the 
Third Circuit, which is binding 
until the question is finally set- 
tled by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, is to the effect that 
@ mere purchaser cannot be con- 
victed either for the substantive 
act of purchase or for conspiracy 
to violate 4 Federal statute. 


Two Federal District Judges, 
namely, Dawson of Kentucky, and 
Reeves of Kansas City, have ex- 
pressed a contrary view in their 
charges to Federal grand juries. 
Dawson instructed. the Kentucky 
grand jury to indict purchasers if 
the evidence of purchase was 
strong enough. Reeves, accord- 
ing to reports reaching Washing- 
ton, merely stated to the jury that 
purchasers as well as sellers of in- 
toxicants for beverage purposes 
were guilty of violating the Vol-, 
stead act. Reeves did not urge 
indictment of purchasers. Charges 
to grand juries have not the force 
of law or the foree of a formal 
decision. Wven an Opinion from a 
District bench, one Washington 
official pointed out, is merely the 
expression of one Judge. The Su- 
preme Court is the final arbiter. 


Holds Purchase No Offense. 


If Eastern newspapers are a 
criterion, considerable confusion 
abounds as to what effect the ec- 
tion of the different judges will 
have. 

In the first place, the decision 
rof the Third Circuit Court was on 
a charge of conspiracy to violate a 
Federal statyte. The charges of 
the district judges related to the 
substantive act of purchase and 
sale. 

In rendering its decision, which 
was by a vote of 2 to 1, the Cir- 
cuit Court was acting on an appeal 
from a decision by the District 
Court for the Eastern Pennsylva- 
ola District. The lower court, 
while sustaining the indictment 
for conspiracy, held that mere 
purchase of intoxicants was not 
punishable under the Volatead act. 

Giving in paraphrase the opin- 
ion of the lower court, the major- 
ity opinion of the Circuit Court 
said: “‘The learned judge conced- 
ed that the mere purchase of 
liquor is not an offense under the 
prohibition act, and that the pur- 
chaser cannot be convicted of aid- 
ing and abetting the sale; and he 
assumed, without deciding, that 
where there was nothing in the 
case but a simple sale the pur- 
chaser cannot be convicted of con-/ 
spjracy with the seller to make 
the sale.”’ |

ES! St. Louis does need a leader! 


News, of the day brings to my mind 

a picture, one most pleasing, indeed, to 

remember. It was 20 years ago, if my 

memory serves me right-—I was just a 

kid of nearly 9 years—that our newly 

' \ elected President, William Howard Taft, 

visited St. Louis in the interest of a 
waterways program. 

I can remember the great pageant on. 
the river, boat after boat steaming down 
the great Mississippi! It was evening, 
about this time of the year, too. Stand- 
ing on the biuff with a party, with a 
great display of fireworks, I was fasci- 
nated only by what seemed then a beau- 
tiful river carnival. I.didn’t know then 
what this pageantry was to herald. I be- 
lieve I have since understood what it 
attempted. 

Every St. Louisan, I believe, appreciates 
the romance of the river. For years, I 
have, as many others, seen the Missis- 
sippi daily. Even as this is written, I 
am only a very few feet from a large 
levee in the Delta. One thing is evident. 
St. Louis seems unable fully to compre- 
hend and appreciate the economic sig- 
nificance of the Mississippi. 

Waterways! Past talk! Dead plans! 
Véhat has’ it all amounted to? Munici- 
pal docks. Barge lines. Yes, some prog- 
ress has been made, but not enough. We 
wilj not have made the right kind of 
progress in our waterways advancement 
until so much tonnage is sent up and 
down the mighty river ag to create such 
a demand for barge line carriers that a 
veritabie river traffic jam will have been 
the result! 

Here, at Helena, Ark., is a million-dol- 
lar barge line terminal. Considerable 
cotton, rice and sugar moves through 
here via the river. But there is an- 
other strikingly significant feature about 
this terminal. 

First, St. Lowis is a great hardware 
center. This commercial Capital is only 
1¢@ hours away from here by express 
train. But how far is Pittsburg from 
here? Look at the /map. You will see 
that it is a greater distance away. On 
inspecting the river terminal here,eone 
day, I saw keg after keg of nails being 
loaded from the. terminal into box cars. 
I don’t believe I ever saw so many nails 

stored in one place at one time My 
first thought was they must be from 
St. Louis. 

To the contrary! Nails from St. Louis 
don't find their way here. St. Louis is 
nearer, but it_is a whole lot cheaper to 
send them down the Obio from Pitts- 
burg to Helena by bargeé. I was think- 
ing how many other St. Louis products 
don’t find their way here for the same 
reason.

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| A WHITE HOUSE PRECEDENT. 
Senator Watson of Indiana has explained Mr. Hoo 
ver’s refusal to intervene in the tariff fight with 
the statement that—- 
So far as I know, no President has ever taken 


a position on tariff rates while the bill was be 
ing debated in either house. 


There is nothing binding, however, in the execu- 
tive precedent which Mr. Watson cited. As a matter 
of Yact there is sound historical reason for violating 
that precedent. The Taft administration is in point. 
Mr. Taft was elected on a platform that explicitly 
pledged “downward revision” of the tariff. The 
pledge was ruthlessly broken. Special privilege 
showed the same greed and the same bad faith in 
writing the Payne-Aldrich act as it is now showing 
in the Hawley-Smoot bill. Then as now, there was 
party revolt in the Senate. Dolliver and the elder 
La Follette protested against the betrayal of the pub- 
lic’s interest and expectation in mach the same way 
as Borah and Brookhart are now doing. 

There is, of course, .one vital difference between 
the Washington situation of 1909 and that of 1929. 
Twenty years ago the coalition of Republican in- 
surgents and Democrats was in the minority. It 
could protest and prophesy, but that was the extent 
of its power. Today that coalition is admittedly in 
the majority. If a tariff bill is written the coali- 
tion- will write it. Speaking for the “administra- 
tion Senators,” Senator Reed of Pennsylvania reiter- 
ates that no bill will be written—that “the bill is 
dead.” 

In the changed circumstances, then, the precedent 
of executive nonintervention has been reduced to a 
mere sentimental tradition. Certatnly it cannot be 
invoked as a pertinent and effective policy. . 
Moreover, history may be further consulted. The 
consequences which the elder La Follete and Dol- 
liver predicted 20 years ago came to pass—with a 
force and fury the prophets could not foresee. One 
may wonder today how different the course of his- 
tory might have been had Mr. Taft risen to the occa- 
sion and recited his own and his party’s promise of 
“downward revision” while the Payne-Aldrich bill 
was in the Senate. No word came from the White 
‘House. The bill was written as greed dictated, The 
party that swept the country in 1908 was repudiated 
in the congressional election of 1910. A “mighty 
hunter before the Lord” returned from Africa, tossed 
his hat into the ring on a sunny afternoon in Colum- 
bus, O., immortalized the Bull Moose as the symbol 
of a crusade, and the next panel in the panorama de- 
picts Mr. Taft gazing Cassandra-like on the ruins of 
his Trojan world.

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THE POWER TRUST'S INDIAN CAMPAIGN. 

The Power Trust has spent millions in feeding its 
propaganda to school children, college students, news- 
paper readers and clubwomen. It has bought and 
sold editors and college professors. It has financed 


political workers. For the citizen who doesn’t go 
to echool, doesn’t read the papers and belongs to no 
women’s club, it has even brought out a novel. These 
activities seemed to cover the field pretty thoroughly, 
but until last week it was not known that the pro- 


sionary work among the Indians. 

This latest chapter in the Wifning of the West 
has the Flathead River power site in Montana as 
its bone of contention. The site, which has 300,000- 
horsepower potentialities, belongs to the Flathead 
Indians.

Share Co. and Walter H. Wheeler, a Minneapolis 
engineer, whose backers are incognito. 

The Indians vere to discuss the matter at a pow- 
wow at Hamilton, Mont., testimony before the Fed- 
eral Power Commission discloses. To make it a 
successful: pow-wow, with plenty of barbecued steer 
to sizzle on its campfires, the power concern’s scouts 
dug down and produced $140, which should have been 
enough to insure a gorgeous blowout on anybody's 
reservation. An Indian leader, wise to the ways of 
the white man, demanded and got $500 to work for 
the power interests. Another Flathead who didn’t 
live up to the slangy tribal name got $150 (cash, not 
wampum) for his influence in getting his tribe to 
fire its lawyer and hire another who saw things as 
the power firm wanted them seen. But the pipe of 
peace has not yet been smoked. 

Now that the Federal Government has interested 
itself, these interesting details are being added to 
the Power Trust's list of expenditures for a purpose. 
Although witnesses speak of the Flathead site as the 
“Muscle Shoals of the West,” it is beginning to smell 
more like Teapot Dome.

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THE EDINBURGH REVIEW PASSES. 

The decision of the Edinburgh Quarterly Review to 
cease publication means the passing of a periodical 
which had a profound influence in molding nine 
teenth century English literature. It had stood for 
127 years like a granite monument, firmly imbedded 
in its critical principles, let the writers rave or the 
publishers howl as they might. In its columns ap 
peared writings of some of the brightest literary 
lights, including Carlyle, Scott amd Macaulay, and 
bitter attacks on some of their equally brilliant con- 
temporaries, such as Byron, Keats and Wordsworth. 

Later called “the father of modern critical] liter- 
ature,” the Edinburgh Review entered the periodical] 
field when there was dire need of a free organ of 
thoughtful opinion. Its high-minded motto was, “The 
Judge is condemned when the guilty is acquitted,” 
stemmjng from the legal mind of its founding editor, 
Francis Jeffrey. It is to Jeffrey’s training—in the 
law rather than in the classics—and to the bitter po 
litical differences of the day that one must look for 
explanation of an organ which could ridicule some 
of the greatest English poets and yet survive. Surely 
no unhampered critic could have “muffed” the mas- 
terpieces being produced within his ken. The feuds 
were many and furious. For instance, the Edinburgh 
Review referred to the Lake School as “whining and 
hypochondriacal poets,” to which Coleridge shot 
back his description of its critics as “the Cerberean 
whelps of fury and slander.” 

On this side of the water the Century Magazine, 
in announcing two months ago its transition to a 
quarterly, said the action was taken because “the 
monthly field is overcrowded with able and exuber- 
ant publications and there is need for the longer per- 
spective and wider view of the quarterly.” The Edin- 
burgh Review's obituary states its death was caused 
by the fact that “modern readere are not willing to 
wait a quarter of a year for observations on life, 
letters, history and society.” “It is possible to recon- 
cile these statements only in the conclusion that 
the world is trending away from serious periodi- 
cal literature of the Victorian type and prefers the 
more liberal journals which now are thriving. The 
Edinburgh Review, veteran of literature’s Golden Age, 
has met its nemesis in the Machine Age. Not even 
its own world is so conservative as it was.

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Watchmakers’ School 
In Operation 43 Years 


Students Make Their Own Tools and Work 


Their Way Up From Cheap Clocks 
to Wrist Watches. 


Bustle and activity that charac- 
terize the ordinary school teach- 
ing a trade that uses tools, are 
conspicuously absent at the &t. 
Louis Watchmaking School which 


has operated in St. Louis as quietly 
as its students work, since 1886. 

Only the occasional squeaky rasp 
of a small file, or, once in a while, 
soft whirring of a miniature elec- 
tric lathe, drowns out the ticking 
of the large clock on the classroom 
wall. 

The students—they vary in num- 
ber from 8 to 20—do not speak. 
Each bends intently over a paper- 
topped table, removing screws no 
wider than a pin, adjusting springs 
little thicker than a hair, perform- 
ing the other painstaking tasks of 
the trade. 

Occasionally one of them asks a 
question of the instructor, Otto 
Jaegermann, whose father, Ru- 
dolph, learned the trade in Saxony 
many years ago, and started the 
school in a single room 10 feet 
square, 43 years ago. Rudolph

A Look Over the School, 

Jaegermann exhibited partly- 
dismembered watches lying under 
glass bell jars to keep the dust out, 
glass bowls containing watch parts, 
gasoline to wash the parts, saw- 
dust to dry them. The tables are 
covered with paper so the work 
can be easily seen. 

“This student,” said Jaegermann 
indicating a young man working 
with tweezers on a smal] object 
while he watched his work through 


& magnifying glass,” is turning up

Some- 
one has taken it upon himself to 
fix his own watch and with a pin 
has pulled the spring out, thinking 
it was a hair. 
“The next student is setting a 
watch. He's setting the seconds. 
It loses three seconds in half an 
hour. That is two minutes and 24 
seconds a day. 

“Now here’s a watch that’s a real 
job to fix. It was all over town 


with we teach our students to make 
their own tools out of brass and 
steel. Then we let them work on 
cheap clocks and after they have 
mastered that branch we try them 
at French clocks, chime clocks and 
things like that. Then we put them 
at the rougher watch work and 
gradually bring them up to the 
higher grade railroad watches and 
after that to wrist watches. These 
last are so small, that when they 
break we often have to make new 
parts. We have to put in new 
jewels so tiny. you can’t even see 
them with the naked eye. 
Not Hard on the Eyes. 

“No, this work isn’t hard on the 
eyes. On the contrary, I believe it 
strengthens them—a sort of ocular 
physical culture.” 

The course in watchmaking re- 
quires about six months, depending 
upon the aptness of the pupil. Ad- 
vanced students repair watches 
sent in by other jewelers, particu- 
larly from out of town, and the 
school’s principal revenue is from 
this source. : 

Students have attended from

“They come from all over the 
world,”’ .

What remote control ef radio 
receivers will mean in the future 
is well illustrated now by the Kol- 
ster 45 model, which can be set so 
that by pushing a button in a little 
control box on a table by chairs 
or bedside ome can tune in any 
of eight stations as he pleases. 

St. Louis owner 
can arrange hig tuner so that he 
has remote control tuning KSD,

When he 
presses the button marked. with 
the name of any one of the eight 
stations, almost immediately the 
receiver is tuned to that wave 
length. In a very brief interval the 
set has been automatically and ex- 
actly tuned to the selected station 
and also is responsive to a volume 
control in the remote tuning de- 
vice. 

Selection of stations is accom- 
plished by ‘the proper setting of 
brush contact buttons on the set’s 
control panel. The tuning unit con- 
sists of a low-gear, revérsible mo- 
tor, a double-pole locking relay, a 
double-pole momentary relay, and 


“8! a solonoid motor clutch. From this 
eri a cable runs to the remote tuner, 


which may be as far as 60 feet 
from the receiver. 

There was much interest in re- 
mote control at the St. Louis 
show, at the radio world’s fair in 
New York and at the recent: Chi- 
cago radio show. 

The Koister device may appear 
to be complicated when one reads 
a technical description, but it real- 
ly is a relatively simple tuner and 
works as it is designed to do, 
which, of course, is the important 
thing.

HAVANA, Cuba, Nov. 2. 


HE’ biggest news arising in the 
T construction of Cuba's .great 

700-mile-long highway, at pres- 
ent, is the building of its bridges 
above and cuts beneath railway 
tracks and its bridges over rivers. 
It is likely to be the outstanding 
news of the road activity until the 
giant $100,000,000 project is final- 
ly completed early in 1931. 

For here in Cuba is a roatl with- 
out railway crossings at grade. In 
American cities you will find streets 
crossing above railway yards, on 
bridgework, and, occasionally, in 
the country you will find a high- 
way that passes over or beneath the 
railway. But nowhere in the Unit- 
ed States will you find,a great 
highway system to compare with 
the Carretera Central in cost or ex- 
tent, in which grade crossings have 
been entirely eliminated throughout 
its entire length. 

Cuba, it must be confessed, has 
gone the United States one better 
in the elimination of the deadly 
grade crossing, and road construc- 
tion in Cuba has many more diffi- 
culties than generally found in the 
United States. There are riversjand 
streams to be crossed that rise to 
torrential heights under the. swell 
of tropical cloudbursts. There are 
lofty hills and mountains in East-, 
ern Cuba, of heavy rock formation, 
interspersed with hundreds of 
streams, lowlands in Western Cuba 
that in summer become inland 
lakes, and if a road is to be direct, 
it must burrow through rock hills, 
rise high over. streams and. rivers, 
and stalk over marshy depressions 
on giant embankments. 


* The overpasseS and underpasses 
of the new road,’ above and be- | 

neath railway tracks are beginning 
to assume form. In fact, W. C. 
McDonald, manager of Cuban op- 
erations for Warren Brothers Co., 
states the cbmpany now has some 
20 bridges above’ railroad ¢ross- 
ings in various stases of comp’e- 
tion. Altogether the highway in- 
tersects the railways 32 times: in 
its 700-miles, and 25 times passes- 
above the railway tracks, seven 
times beneath. Each of these 
“jobs. would be regarded asa 
sizable task in the United States., 

Because of the heavy rains in sum- 
mer each of these overpasses must 
be laid right down to bedrock and 
firmly anchored.

646,000,000 Gallons Is Estimated 
Flow of Water From Big Spring 


‘USHING conti more than 500,- 
G 000,000 gallons of water daily, 

Big Spring, at Big Spr'ng State 
Park, five miles south of Van 
Buren in Carter County, is now un- 
disputably the second * dargest 
spring. in the United States, being 
exceeded in size only by Silver 
Springs in Florida. The exact flow 
of the huge Missouri sping, ac- 
cording to figures to Sept. 30 as 
prepared by A. H. Buet'er,. di- 
rector of the Missouri Bureau of 
Geology and Mines, who made the 
tests im co-operation with the U.

Thus does the traffic light seem 
to be acquiring the limelight.

or over-using them by keeping 
them operative at hours when traf=" 
fic volume does not justify their 
use. 
- The in@vitable effect, according 
to all authorities; has been to slow 
up traffic. Anything that slows up/ 
traffic sooner or later arouses a 
tremendous storm. Hence the storm 
that now swirls around automatic 
traffic signals—one that they un- | 
doubtedly will weather, but on. a 
more temperate scale. : . 

The problems of the traffic lights 
in the small town and the larger 
city are regarded as entirely differ- 
ent and naturally calling for differ-j} 
ent solutions.

One 
of these is the immediate applica- 
tion of the progressive timinc. sys- 
tem whereby traffic will be kept 
moving continually. The dther is 
the shutting off of the lights.except 
during the hours of greatest con- 
gestion, especially in_ residential 
sections.” by.

Hereafter jhe State. Department 
of Public orks will check every 
light installation application. It 
must be shown that 500 vehicles 
pass the intersection hourly, 125 
using the lesser thoroughfare. Fur- 
thermore, at least 250° pedestrians 
must pass the intersection hourly. 

Guessing won’t go. The volume 
of traffic specified must be shown 
by actual count. 

After the installation has been 
approved, it must conform, in loca- 
tion, number of lights used, ar- 
rangement of the lights, timing, 
and hours of usdige to what’ the 
State specifies as correct. The ob- 
ject, of course, is cOmplete uni- 
formity throughout the State. As 
to the number of lights, it is speci- 
fied that there. must«be red, yel- 
low and .green, with the: red al- 
ways at. the tob.and the green at 
the bottom in order that the color 
blind. person, may never be. con- 
fused. .

Legality of Calif California Gas 
- Tax Law, Involving Col- 
lection of $450,000,000 
Annually Is Attacked 
in One Instance; Need 
of Trains Whistling at 
Crossings Questioned. 


‘ WASHINGTON, Nov. 2. — Five 
novel and important cases, affect- 
ing morejor less directly every 
motorist In the United States, are 
now pending in the United States 
Supreme Court, according to a di- 
gest prepared by the legal depart- 
ment of the American Motorists’ 
Association. Decisions in cach of 
the five cases are expected in the 
present term of the court. 

From the standpoint of affect. 
ing the largest number of motor- 
ists, the attack on the legality of 
the California gdsoline tax is 
probably the most important of thse 
five pending cases. In the suit it 
is contended that the tax is a toll 
and therefore unconstitutional, 
This is the first time that the ques- 
tion has ever been taken to the 
United States Supreme Court, al- 
though it has been passed upon 
by the Supreme Courts of several 
States’ and involves the collection 
of approximately $450,000,000 an- 
nually in gasoline taxes, 

One of the most novel of the 
five cases, the A. M. A. digest 
points out, is the so-called “blow- 
post” case from Georgia. A State 
statute .provides that engineers on 
all trains, tpon reaching each 
“blow-post” must give two long and 
two short blasts at five second in- 
tervals, to warn motorists at cross- 
ings. A. motorist was injured be- 
cause of the failure of an engineer 
to blow his whistle as prescribed, 
damages being sought because of 
the railway’'s failure to comply with 
the: statute. The railway contests 
the constitutionality of the State 
statute on the ground that it is an 
undue burden on interstate com- 
merce, 

Under existing laws and deci- 
sions {n most states, a motorist is 
held financially responsible for the 
safety of his guests riding’ with 


motorists. To remedy this the 
which provides that a person who 
rides in. an automobile with the 
owner shall not have a right of ac- 
tion against the owner in case of 
injury unless “such -accident shall 
have been intentional or caused by 
heedlessness or recknessness.’" A 
wife, injured while riding with her

IN THE GOOD OLD DAYS- By Harold Lloyd 


ISTANCE and time change the 

perspective of all situations. 

Mountains in one’s days of 
early strug=': turn into molehills 
as you trave! away from them. I 
can look backward now at the early 
days when, not alone myself, but a 
host of other motion picture play- 
ers, who have since won success, 
were strixing for a foothold and‘! 
can see the humor of the situations 
which then appeared so serious to 
all of us. 

There is comedy in every situa- 
tion, yet the basis of nearly all 
comedy is tragedy to some of us, if 
not to myself. The old gag of sit- 
ting on a hot stove. for example, 
was funny ta the onlooker yet was 
most assuredly .a tragedy to the 
person who did the sitting. Our 
early. days of picture making were 
full of incidents which gave me 
many laughs since, but.back 12 or 
13 years ago furnished me with 
nothing but pangs in my stomach. 

The romance, the glamour of pic- 
ture making was missing in those 
early days. Everyone was too busy 
struggling to get a comforfable liv- 
ing to have much time to get ro- 
mance out of their jobs. In some 
ways, the goddess of chance had a 
great deal to do with the running 
of our affairs in the early,days. In 
fact, it was a mere chance that I 
started in pictures at all. 

. = > 

RO the time I was 12 I had 

been vitally interested in the 

theater. At that tender age I 
had my stage debut as Little Ab2 
in “Tess of the D’Urbervilles.° 
Many other stage roles followed 
That. was in Omaha, Neb., at the 
Burwood Theater, where John Lane 
Connor was the favored matince 
idol. It was through Mr, Connor 
that I received my first chance to 
work on the stage. 

- One day I was aera in front 


of a store window, wherea “fakir”’ 
was reading a horoscope chart. IT 
_had as deep an interest in such 
“ things as a youngster could have, 
and drank in everything the opera- 
tor was doing. In the midst of 
his performance several fire en- 
gines clamoéred down the street. 
The crowd in front of the. window 
dispersed as if by magic but I was 
too interested on what was going 
On inside to pay attention even to 
a fire. That amazed the only oth- 
er man who remained by the win- 
dow, and who subsequently proved 
to be Mr. Connor. He became in 
terested in me, and the outcome of 
our meeting was that he shortly 
thereafter came to live at our 
house. Wherefore my appearance 
with the Burwood Stock Co. At 
18, after my family had moved 
from Omaha to several other Ne- 
braska and Colorado towns, | 
found myself again in Omaha. Dad 
had just won a law suit, in which 
he received a verdict of about 
$4000, I believe. My interest in the 
stage hever diminished even though 
I had been away. -rom it directly 
for several years. Dad felt [ 
might try my luck on the stage in 
New York, and as a counter at- 
traction there was the fact that 
Mr. Connor had moved to san Die- 
go where he was leading man in a 
local stock company and had writ 
ten me there was a job for me if 
I would come out. I wasn't quite 
decided which I wanted todo. We 
decided to toss a coin. Heads I 
would go to San Diego, and tails 
to New York. Heads turned up 
so we went to San Diego. I am 
reciting this only to show the hand 
that fate took in “he direction of 
my career.

HILE in San Diego I got my 
W sicet taste of motion picture 

work, being engaged as an ex- 


tra for several days with an Edison 
company working at Balboa Park. 
I played an Indian in a Epanish 
fiesta sequence of the production. 
That taste, however, whetted my 
appetite, so after a series of ven- 
tures, we headed for Los Angeles 
for a real attempt to break into 
the picture business. Hundreds of 
others were doing the same thing 
at that time. 

So many times have I told the 
stery of how I got my first job at 
Universal by outwitting the gate 
man, putting on makeup and min- 
gliing with a crowd of extras at 
lunch time, that I shall not. at- 
tempt to relate it again. Suffice 
it' to say, however. that it was 
while I was at Universal I met 
Hal Roach, which leads up to the 
beginning of the story of my first 
comedy. . 

Roach, like myself, was working 
extra but had ambitions to direct 
and produce.. All ‘he had to be- 
come a producer, however, was the 
ambition” But a few months after 
we had met, Hal inherited a few 
thousand dollars and decided he 
would immediately become a pro- 
ducer, 

Up to this time we each had 
been receiving the magnificent sum 
of $3 a day. A little later Hal 
and I 
joined a company that was making 
the “Wizard of Oz” and others of 
the Oz series, Several months had 
gone by when\ Roach received a 
legacy from somewhere,’ whfch 
made him determine right then to 
go into -preducing pictures for 
himself. He approached me with 
a proposition te join him and of- 
fered me $50 a week. It looked 
like a fortune in those days. Did 
I accept? Without much hesita- 
tion.” Hal didn't know what kind 
of pictures he was going to make,

first. I never have learned ,vhat 
ever became of them, but 1 hink 
they were sold for the Afric in ter- 
ritory.

We did most of our thooting 
around the public parks of the city. 
After a few, Roach devel:-ped the 
idea of making a series of pictures, 
starting first with a two-ree] West- 
ern and then following with a one- 
reel comedy. He engaged Koy 
Stewart to play leads in the West- 
erns, while I supplied the comedy 
relief, and character parts. Jane 
Novak was leading iady ard Jean 
Marsh was also in tie cor pany.

First National 
Bank here. One 
man covered the 
only two customers 
and forced them to lie face down. A 
second commanded the movements of 
the three tellers while the other two 
proceeded to the business in hand. 

But they had reckoned without the 
president of the bank, A. Newton Par- 
rish, ploneer and Indian fighter. He 
advanced from the door of his frosted- 
glass cage and opened fire with an an- 
cient revolver. His first shot drew 
blood, but almost simultaneously the 
holdup man in the lead fired and Par- 
rish dropped to the floor. 

There was another obstacle. John 
F. Parrish, son of the president and 
cashier of the bank, advanced from the 
rear with a shotgun. He raised it to 
his shoulder but before it could be 
wed he, too, was shot down. Two dead 
so far, it was soon to be four. 

Outside a crowd was gathering. One 
of the bandit crew ducked through a 
side door to their automobile, parked 
tthe curb, and rushed back into the 
bank with two rifles. While he and 
a second confederate held the crowd 
ai Day, their two companions—one of 
them streaming blood from the wound 
inflicted by the elder Parrish’s gun— 
fushed behind the counter and scooped 
$12,000 in cash and $207,000 in se- 
turilies into two pillowcases.

single fingerprint on which the whole '

Terwilliger 
photographed the print and sent copies 
to the National Bureau of Identifica- 
tion at Washington. Months elapsed 
and nothing was heard from the 
bureau. 

The body of the second kidnaped 
teller, Kessinger, was found, riddled 
with bullets, in a deserted shack on 
the prairie near Liberal, Kan., close to 
the Oklahoma line. A blindfold still 
covered his eyes. 

Suspects were arrested in all cor- 
ners of the country. Sheriff Alder- 
man traveled thousands of miles by 
airplane,strain and motor. He ran to 
earth every clew that offered itself. 
Four of the suspects were posifively 
identified by employes of the bank as 
members of the bandit gang. One of

these was Alfred A. 
Oliver, ex-convict. 
who had turned real 
estate dealer’in Rich- 
mond Heights, a sub- 
urb of St. Louis. Wit- 
nesses to the robbery 
went to St. Louis and 
identified Oliver; 
Sheriff Alderman 
went and brought 
bim back to Lamar. 
But, as in the case of 
the other three, it 
was soon proved that 
he had no connection 
with the robbery. 
Then came the re- 
port from Wash- 
ington that gave Sheriff Alderman 
the firsh shadow of a tangible clew. A 
clerk had been burrowing through 
the millions of fingerprints on file in 
the bureau of identification, compar- 
ing them with the one submitted from 
Kansas. Just as the search seemed 
hopeless—-far more bewildering than 


the needle in the haystack hunt—he

Springs for safekeeping, stood 
firm for weeks on his assertion that 
he knew nothing of the Lamar 
crime.

FTER 40 years de- 
voted to the deli- 
cate and often 
thankleas job of 
educating class- 
minded English- 
men to accept a po- 
litical philosophy 
which abhors class, 
Sidney and Bea- 
trice Webb, Britain's most irrepressi- 
ble Socialists, now find themsefves 
confronted at 70 with the ironic neces- 
sity of educating themselyes to accept 
the class social system. And not only 
to accept it, but to function as an in- 
tegral part of it. Incredible as such a 
thing might have appeared to them a 
few months ago, they are entering 
upon their first season as Lord and 
Lady Passfield. Full-fledged mem- 
bers of the British peerage they are, 
with titles, crests and all the other 
trappings which they regard as siily 
but which must go with aristocracy. 

Of all the things which: can and do 
happen to Socialists, nothing probably 
ever did happen that was so strange 
as this. Sidney Webb a British Lord! 
The gallant foe of capitalism, special 
privilege and class rule decked out in 
the insignia of an enemy field mar- 
shal' Who may not expect now to 
read of Baron Bernard Shaw and Earl 
Arthur Henderson? 

But it isn’t quite so inconsistent as 
it sounds. It was the Labor Govern- 
ment that put Sidney Webb in the 
paradoxical position in which he now 
finds himself, so the spirit of. Karl 
Marx has, after all, no cause for stalk- 
ing abroad at night. 

The Webbs’ elevation to the no- 
bility denotes no recantation of the 
Marxian creed and no weakening in 
the ranks of the Socialists. It repre- 
sents no overture from the enemy 
camp. Matters merely came to the 
point where it was necessary—the 
British Constitution being what it is— 
for some Socialist to serve the Labor 
Party by sitting in the enemy camp 
with such trappings as a seat in that 
camp entails. Rather than-a reward, 
it means the imposition of another 
duty, and an irksome one at that, on 
the ever-willing shoulders of Sidney 
and of Beatrice Webb. Acceptance of 
what, to others, would be a prized dis- 
tinction means to the Webbs a &sacri- 
fice. But the Webbs have never balked 
at a personal sacrifice. From the time 
of their early youth they have put per- 
sonal aggrandizement aside to fight for 
the good of the group and for equality 
of men.

As Lord 
and Lady Passfield they will still be 
in harness but divorced from the ranks 
with whom they have marched and 
campaigned. To wear titles now sav- 
ors almost of treason. They aren't 
proud of being Lord and Lady. Lady 
Passfield has announced that she pre- 
fers to be called Mrs. Sidney Webb. 
That has been her name for most of 
her life, she says. Why change it now? 


that historic body of Socialist in- 
; tellectuals, the Fabian Society, 
Sidney Webb has been the chief source 
of information and logical argument 
in support of Socialism. He was one of 
the founders of that body along, with 
such men as George Bernard Shaw and 
Havelock Ellis. His Fabian tract, 
“Facts for Socialists,’’ was issued in 
1887 and from that time forward he 
dedicated himself to pervading En- 
gland with Socialist doctrines, an en- 
deavor in which he was joined by his 
wife upon their marriage. So united 
they became in purpose and action 


] ses the days of the founding of 


that it long ago became almost im- — 


possible to think of them as separate 
individuals. They spoke always of 
“we'’ and ‘‘us’’ as if they, too, had 
ceased to regard each other as separ- 
ate entities. They submerged them- 
selves in a purpose which moved one 
of their kindlier critics to describe 
them as “‘two typewriters with but a 
single tap.’’ 

The Webb system of saturating a 
society with Socialist principles was 
not akin to the militant system of 
Trotsky, but was infinitely more ef- 
fective. It was based on a policy of 
gradually permeating society until al- 
most unconsciously unity in thought 
and action was established. Setting 
out to “tell capitalism what history 
will think of .it when all the dema- 
goOxgues of our day are dead,” they ex- 
pounded and practiced the method of 
moderation and information. Their

tireless industriousness became pro- 
verbial. And with this industry, they 
coupled a gentleness, an innocence, a 
politeness that some described as su- 
perhuman and ‘others as devilish. 
Their purpose, as they expressed it, 
was “to search into the facts of our 
social organization * * * * devising 
and advocating measures by which 
the existing profitmaking system may 
be replaced with the least possible 
friction * * * * by a scientific reor- 
ganization of industry as a democrati- 
cally controlled public service.”’ 


HE Webb method was subtler 
than argument and »denuncia- 
tion. For mere rhetoric they sub- 
stituted facts. In the place of sen- 
timent they put statistics. Sidney 
Webb's passion for statistics was such 
that he became, in the words of 
his * friend Shaw, ‘‘a walking ency- 
clopedia.”” He devoured facts with 
such amazing voracity that, he says 
now, Mrs. Webb promised him that 
when he is old and bedridden he shall 
have for consolation the making of a 
subject catalogue for thé British Mu- 
seum library. 

It was said fairly early in his career 
that Webb had read every book in the 
London library, to say nothing of the 
library of the London School of Eco- 
nomics. And his own hunger for facts 
and ability to remember them were 
matched only by his wife's capacity for 
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absorbing information. Wherever the 
Webbs moved a flock of secretaries 
followed in their wake, collecting sta- 
tistics here and figures there, forever 
piling up data to be later assembled 
and published with a very definite 
purpose. 

They proceeded in this hunt for 
facts with scientific exactitude and 
ordered their lives in the same man- 
nef. They followed an exacting rou- 
tine from their getting up in the 
morning to the eating of their meals, 
which were notoriously Spartan. They 
believed in personal influence and en- 
tertained extensively in a spirit at 
purposefulness. Their home on Gros- 
venor Embankment, nearby the House 
of Commons, exhaled a governmenta! 
atmosphere. Almost any day might be 
found there representatives of all 
phases of the business of running an 
empire. The visitor would hear long 
and heated discussions of social prob- 
lems and politica) purposes. Nearly 
always there would be found a house 
full of serious and active people, men- 
tally alert. 

By their personal influence, the 
Webbs recruited legions to the cause 
of Socialism. They re-awakened the 
flagging spirit in the half-hearted and 
resolved the doubts of the uncertain. 
They encouraged and directed those 
already engaged in social investiga- 
tion. 

A crop of legends grew out of their

It happened that when the recent 
election occurred in Britain they were 
traveling abroad and were engaged in 
a pleasant chat with Trotsky when 
news reached them that their country 
had returned a Labor Government. 
They, more than any other two per- 
sons in the British Empire or outside 
of it, were responsible for the results 
of that election.

physician.. The young woman’s body 
was lying on the floor of the bed- 
room, a black dress thrown over the 
lower part of her body, the pajama 
cord around her neck. 

Police physicians conducted an en- 
amination and decided Mrs. McPher- 
son had been dead about 36 hours. 
Her body was found on a Saturday 
afternoon; the physicians put her 
death at about 2 a. m. of the Frida) 
before. 

A brief examination by the homi- 
cide squad followed. McPherson said 
he had seen his wife at about 7 o’clock 
on Thursday evening, and they had 
quarreled. They had often quarreiled, 
he said, but this was the last straw. 
and 
walked out, not intending to return. 
But he had returned today, Saturday, 
to settle a joint bank account he 
had with his wife, and had found her 
dead. 

That was all he knew. He had re- 
ported his discovery to the telephone 
operator on the floor below; she in 
turn had informed the manager. They 
then called the police. Nothing had 
been disturbed except that the hus- 
band, upon entering, had laid the 
black dress upon the body. 


HE next Monday morning Lieu- 
tenant Kelly appeared before the 
Coroner’s jury.

petitor in the West, the Michigan 
Peninsular Car Company, of which 
William McMillan’s brother, James, 
was head. When James McMillan be- 
came convinced that Bixby’s methods 
had been instrumental in forcing the 
cost of production so low that he could 
not meet it, he proposed a merger. 


HIS combination was the first 

step in the merging of the 13 

companies which, in 1899, be- 
came the giant American Car and 
Foundry Company, with resources 
then of $60,000,000 and with William 
K. Bixby as its first president. Bixby 
had acquired considerable stock in 
the company, stock that was greatly 
enhanced in value by the mergers. 
Later he lightened his responajbilities 
by resigning the presidency to be- 
come chairman of the board and in 
1904, at the age of 47, he gave up 
altogether his active connection with 
the company. 

He was still in the most vigorous 
period of his life, wealthy, possessed 
of great energy. There were things he 
felt he had missed in his youth. He 
started out to find them. 

Earlier he had become interested in 
collecting autographs, _ manuscripts 
and paintings. This interest derived 
from his friendship with the late 
Charles L. Freer, who was connected 
with the Michigan Peninsular Car 
Company in Detruit. Freer’s collec- 
tion of paintings, one of the most im- 
portant ever assembied in America, 
was given at his death to the 
Smithsonian In- 
stitution in 
Washington, to- 
gether with $1,- 
000,900 for a 
gallery to house 
them. He it was 
who put Bixby 
on the trail of 
the rare and the 
beautiful. 

Bixby began 
collecting, as he 
had done every- 
thing else, in a 
large way. The 
book plate he 
ordered  de- 
signed is in the 
nature of a jest. 
It indicates that 
he had a some- 
what humorous 
perspective on 
this new phase 
of his life. It 
was done at the 
time that Frank

Norris’ novel, ‘“‘The Octopus,’’ had be- 
gun to focus attention on trusts and 
big business men. It shows an octo- 
pus encircling in writhing tentacles a 
mass Of books, papers and documents. 
Thus, Bixby seemed to say, with 
ironic laughter, I shall be an octopus 
among the book collectors. 

And for a time he lived up to this 
jesting prophecy. He was not in any 
sense a literary man. His background 
was slight. But he bought everything 
that was properly authenticated. Chief- 
ly he bought names because of their 
historic associations. Michael Angelo, 
Napoleon, Wellington, Beethoven, 
Queen Elizabeth, Tasso, all the rulers 
of France from Francis I to Napoleon 
IJI, all the Queens and Kings of En- 
giand from Henry Vill to Edward VII, 
all the Presidents of the United States 
—their papers and letters were in his 
files, and hundreds of others. 


he became known to dealers as a 

collector with an apparently un- 
limited amount of money to spend. 
Competition among the collectors was 
not then so keen, nor were prices 80 
high. His mail grew heavy with of- 
fers, and he bought and bought. 

But it soon became obvicus that 
this was not to be the average rich 
man’s collection—trophies, rare and 
costly, but with little meaning or sig- 
nificance to the possessor. Bixby set 
out to know all he could of these great 
men and women whose manuscripts he 
was assembling. For instance, he ac- 
quired the manu- 
script of the 
Shelley note- 
books, that re- 
markable docu- 
ment that shows 
how many of the 
poet’s loveliest 
lyrics came into 
being. He read 
it carefully sev- 
eral times. Then 
he proceeded to 
read all of Shel- 
ley that was new 
to him and then 
he set out to 
find out every- 
thing he could 
about Shelley's 
life. 

The collection 
was growing.

“The Scarlet Letter,” early manu- 
script. books, printed books of the 
fifteenth century. In his desire to 
know, he could never keep abreast 
of his purchases, even though he is 
and always has been an omniv- 
orous reader. Preparing to go to Lake 
George for the summer, hé once asked 
a friend whose tastes he respected: 
“What books shall I read this sum- 
mer? 1] want to put my time to the 
best possible use. There seems 80 
little time.’’ 

The friend recommended the three 
great Greek historians, Xenophon, 
Thucydides and Herodotus. Returning 
to St. Louis in the fall, Bixby report- 
ed to his friend, ‘‘I read them all, 
they’re great, and I’m starting now on 
the Romans, Cicero and Caesar.’’ 


E BOUGHT from the widow of 
HY 2000 W. Kauffman the great 

red-turreted house that with its 
greenhouses and stables occupied the 
full block bounded by Kingshighway, 
Lindell, Maryland and Euclid. He 
paid a price reported at the time to 
be $600,000. He began to fill the 
home with paintings. And at first, 
as he had done with his books, he 
bought indiscriminately—Rosa Bon- 
heur, Corot, Rembrandt, contemporary 
Americans. 

The book collection was taking defi- 
nite shape. Bixby fixed upon Robert 
Burns, a poet whose works he admires 
probably more than any other, as a 
nucleus. He acquired what are prob- 
ably the most valuable Burns items 
extant. One was the ‘“‘Geddes Burns,” 
a copy of the Edinburgh edition of 
1787, presented by the poet to his 
friend, the Rev. Patrick Geddes. In 
it are numerous emendations and notes 
in Burns’ hand. Too, Bixby began to 
specialize in unpublished manuscripts. 
And it was through his generosity that 
unknown writings of Thomas Jeffer- 
son, Alexander Hamilton, Abraham 
Lincoln, Sheiley, Maria Lowell, Eu- 
gene Field and Swinburne were 
published by historical and other 
societies. 

During President Roosevelt's visit 
to the World’s Fair in 8t. Louis in 
1904 he somewhat disconcerted the 
committee in charge of arrangements 
by a blunt request to see the Bixby 
manuscripts. “‘But you will not have 
time, Mr. President,’’ a secretary re- 
minded him. 

“I'll take time then,” said Roose- 
velt. And he did. Bixby showed him 
the original commission giving Gen- 
eral Grant command of ail the Union 
armies, letters of advice from Lincoln 
to Grant, official papers and docu- 
ments of significance in the history of 
the nation. “Why, Bixby, you cant 
have these, they’re in the national 
archives,” said Roosevelt. But there 
they were in Bixby’s files in the great 
house at thé corner of Lindell and 
Kingshighway. Roosevelt spent 45 
minutes inspecting the collection. 

Even as be amassed the collec- 
tion, Bixby began to distribute it 
again. He gave priceless manuscripts 
to historical societies and his friends. 
Because a friend of long standing was 
interested in political science he gave 
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him the original tract on the printing 
of paper money. 

He was one of the first sponsors of 
the City Art Museum, fought for a tax 
allowance for it, gave a large sum 
toward its founding. He was interest- 
ed in the growth of Washington Uni- 
versity and with Robert S. Brookings 
and the late Edward Mallinckrodt 
gave heavily—and anonymously-—to 
the upbuilding of the medical school 
and Barnes Hospital. 

His gifts, too, were personal and 
intimate. He would sometimes men- 
tion the death of someone unknown 
to his immediate circle of friends. 
And inquiry would bring the response, 
‘“‘Another one of my pensioners.’ One 
friend kept a count of 26 such pen- 
sioners. Their names were never 
known. é 

He retained some business connec- 
tions after his retirement. Once he 
was in a deal with several other St. 
Louisans involving practices which 
though common at the time would now 
be frowned upon. One of the men in 
the deal gives this account of it: 

‘““‘We were challenged by an attor- 
ney who said the transaction was un- 
ethical. Bixby vehemently denied the 
charge. But the attorney presented 
convincing arguments. He showed 
where a contractor and certain stock- 
holders in the corporation would suf- 
fer. The argument closed in what was 
almost a quarrel. But the next morn- 
ing Bixby appeared at the fawyer's 
house.

says another friend, ‘‘from that 

of narrow orthodoxy to a broad 
humanitarianism that embraces nearly 
every phase of culture.

I doubt that he ever ut- 
tered a paradox or an aphorism in his 
life. I would often jestingly ask him 
impertinent questions. “To what do 
you attribute your success, Bixby?’ ! 
would ask. ‘What is the key?’ 

“And he would always answer, se- 
riously, ‘The fact that I had sufficient 
courage to change jobs at certain 
times.’ And it did take courage, too. 
He‘had a family dependent upon him. 
I remember that when he first came 
to St. Louis they lived in two rooms 
at the corner of 5 ved and Olive 
street. 

“But he could talk, especially about 
his travels. He saw and recorded not 
only the beautiful and the rare but 
the lives of foreign people as well. 
He would observe how they lived and 
how they worked.’ 

In 1918 he sold the greater part of 
his manuscript collection to Henry 
E. Huntington, a collector with even 
greater resources than Bixby had. Bix- 
by felt that bis health was not of the 
best. Moreover. he wanted to travel. 
The year following he went to the 
Orient with Mrs. Bixby. spending seven 
months in China. He brought back 
a collection of lacquers for the mu- 
seum, purchases he had made for an

Perhaps the 
most famed of 
all of Somos- 
keoy’s coups— 
certainly the 
one in which 
the largest 
number of high 
personages fig- 
ured in the list 
of victims—was 
that which aft- 
erward became 
known around 
the world as the autograph affair. 

One night the director of the 
Vienna Jockey Club—the partic- 
ular rendezvous of rich Austrian 
nobles—received a message from 
Prince Jerome Radziwill, of the 
Russian branch of that historic 
family. The Prince was an untir- 
ing collector of autographs, and 
though he was not known person- 
ally in the Vienna club at that 
time, his collection had won him inter- 
national repute. With princely dig- 
nity and assurance, his letter an- 
nounced that he was to be in the 
Austrian capital for a single day, and 
that he would like to visit the club 
and show part of his collection to the 
members. 

The director was overjoyed. Dis- 
patching a courteous and cordial in- 
vitation for that evening, he proceed- 
ed to round up the important club 
members. 


T THE appointed time the 
A eanee appeared. He was, as 

far as anyone could see, all 
that a scion of the house of Radzi- 
will should have been. A _ liveried 
servant followed him, be&ring two 
immense books containing the auto- 
graphs. After the formal amen- 
ities proper to such a place and com- 
pany, these books were opened. There 
were the signatures of numbers of the 
most celebrated men in the world. 
That of the late Czar of Russia had a 
page all to itself, as did that of the 
Emperor Franz Josef! 

Now, the book pages were two-fold 
affairs, each page consisting of a base 
sheet upon which the signature was 
written and a cardboard covering with 
small, more or less close-fitting open- 
ings for each autograph, as if to pro- 
tect them. The last few pages in the 
book were blank. 

Amid the general admiration that 
followed the exhibition, the Prince 
condescendingly asked whether the 
members of the club wished to have 
their names included in his collection. 
Naturally, the Princes, Counts, 
ons were eager for such permanent 
distinction. They filled in the blank 
spaces, and the Prince took his books 
and departed. 

Nothing was heard of him until six 
months later, when the honorable 
members of the Jockey Club who had 
signed the autograph book were pre- 
sented with notes from the Vienna 
Credit Bank and other financial in- 
stitutions. The notes had been dis- 
counted by the banks and they were 
all made out to the order of a certain 
Charles de Somoskeoy. Count Wimp- 
fen, the president of the Jockey Club, 
was caught for 25,000 gulden, Baron 
Koenigswarter for 35,000, Prince 
Lobkowitz for 20,000. And there were 
others. 

The distinguished dupes paid their 
obligations in preference to prefer- 
ring charges and facing the world's 
ridicule. They were rich men, and 
the money meant little to them, but 
their pride was sensitive. However, 
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the story leaked ee 

out, perhaps told by 

some member of the 

club who had not 

been asked to sign the book, and re- 
ports in the papers stirred up mighty 
laughter all over Europe. The police 
could do nothing, because the signa- 
tures were genuine and the victims re- 
fused to prosecute. They wanted the 
affair to die quickly. 

The trick netted Somoskeoy some- 
thing like $100,000, a sum sufficient 
to maintain him in good style for 
some time ahead. Most men would 
have retired and lived at ease on this 
money—but not Somoskeoy. Adven- 
tures of this sort were not merely 
money-making enterprises for him. 
Fooling gullible people was an intel- 
lectual dissipation, a passion, a _ su- 
perior sort of self-entertainment which 
he enjoyed immensely. It was his art. 

After the autograph swindle, So- 
moskeoy’s next exploit was operated in 
Paris. Under an assumed name he be- 
took himself to one of the leading 
jewelers and offered him a diamond 
pendant for purchase. It was worth 
about 30,000 francs, and he asked 
45,000 for it. The jeweler refused to 
purchase it. To establish contact with 
the man, Somoskeoy bought a few 
small stones and ordered them sent to 
his home. The first step had been 
taken. 


EXT he went to a_ jeweler in 
IN tescon, and showed him the 

same piece he had endeavored to 
sell in Paris. ‘‘Look,” he said, ‘“‘there 
must be in existence somewhere an ex- 
act duplicate of this pendant. I want 
to buy it at any price. The pair are to 
be a gift to a lady, and I am willing to 
pay almost any price to secure the du- 
plicate. Search here, in Vienna, in 
Paris, for the twin pendant and buy it 
for me. I will be in London for a 
week and I will give you my address 
on the continent in case you have news 
for me. I will leave with you 35 000 
francs, and you can go as high as 
150,000. If you need more money, 
wire me. Of course, the cheaper you 
can get the pendant the better." 

The jeweler was impressed. The 
title of Count—Somoskeoy was not one 
to masquerade without a high-sound- 
ing title—the large deposit, the valu- 
able jewel, all had their effect when 
coupled with the Count’s nonchalant 
air. The jeweler immediately got in 
touch with other jewelers, in the 
search. Somoskeoy left London for 
Paris, and waited. 

About 10 days later, the Paris jew-

The 
London jeweler was prepared to bid 
up to 150,000 francs through his 
French colleague. The Parisian jew- 
eler departed, only to return the next 
day with further offers. He said he 
had a ready buy- 
er, and would go 
as high as 100,- 
000 francs.

Somoskeoy 
had made 105,000 francs on the trans- 
action, and had run no risk.

One 
night he sat in a coffee house in Buda- 
pest with half a dozen newspaper men. 
Someone suggested a bottle of cham- 
pagne. ‘ Somoskeoy, who loved to en- 
tertain in the grand manner, had no 
cash, and the banks were closed. He 
asked the party to excuse him for an 
hour, and hurried to his home. There 
he donned the uniform of a Colonel of 
Hussars—not forgetting the little 
golden key of royal chamberlain— 
hailed a two-horse cab and drove to 
the palace of the Royal Casino.

Somoskeoy spoke six languages flu- 
ently. He could impersonate a French- 
man, an Englishman or an Italian. 
During the years that followed he did 
so, under the most fantastic circum- 
stances. 

His first international adventure 
was in Brazil, where he traveled as 
Prince Broglie. The real Prince Brog- 
lie was a noted art collector. Somos- 
keoy. had studied him closely, learned 
his history and family connections, and 
then so timed his coup that the 
chances of the Prince’s discovering the 
fraud were very remote. 

Brazil at that time was ruled by 
Dom Pedro, whom Somoskeoy visited 
frequently. During the six months he 
remained in Rio de Janeiro he even 
called on the French Ambassador, who 
never suspected the deception.

sire to travel, a desire that was 
to take him to every important 
country on the globe, with the ex- 
ceptions, oddly enough, of Switz- 
erland and Holland.
